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Peace  &  Posterity  Ahead  in  Year  of  the  Hare 


February  the  eleventh  ushers 
in  the  Year  of  the  Rabbit, 
according  to  the  Asian  lunar 
calendar,  a  year  of  increased 
harmony  and  goodwill  and 
improved  economic  conditions. 

The  Rabbit  is  the  fourth 
animal  in  the  Asian  calendar 
which,  unlike  that  of  the  West,  is 
based  on  a  sexagenal, 
twelve-year  cycle  believed  to 
have  been  used  in  China  since 
the  seventh  century  B.C.  Each 
division,  known  as  Chi,  was 
designated  by  a  more  specific 
name  and  associated  with 
animals  that,  according  to 
legend,  were  supposed  to  have 
surrounded  Buddha  at  his  death 
bed.  These  animals,  other  than 


the  Rabbit,  include  the  dragon, 
snake,  horse,  sheep,  monkey, 
rooster,  dog,  boar,  rat,  ox,  and 
tiger. 

People  born  in  the  Year  of 
the  Rabbit,  for  example,  1903, 
1915,  1927,  1939,  1951,  1963, 
and  1975,  are  described  as  being 
extremely  sensitive  and 
tender-hearted,  expecially 
tactful  and  diplomatic.  Trusted 
by  both  their  superiors  and 
colleagues  and  noted  for  their 
eloquent  tongues,  they  are  also 
said  to  be  clever  at  business  and 
financially  lucky. 

In  contrast,  those  of  the  past 
year,  the  Year  of  the  Tiger,  are 
characterized  as  being 


particularly  aggressive, 
quick-tempered,  stubborn,  and 
suspicious. 


If  the  Asian  lunar  calendar 
holds  true,  1975  will  be  a  year 
of  peace  and  prosperity  and 


those  things  which  marked  the 
tumultuous  past  year  will  be  as 
they  say,  water  under  the  bridge. 
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Decorum ,  tradition  adds  to  New  Year  color

The 

guests  are 

usually 

treated 

to  dried 

melon 

seeds 

and  candied 

fruits. 

Money 

wrapped  in

is  passed  out  by 

the 

visitors  to  the 

child- 

ren  of  the  house. 

It  is  very  important  that 
only  “good  words”  be 
spoken  at  New  Year  time. 
Children  are  warned  not  to 
use  words  of  ill  omen,  like 
“demon,”  “death,”  “cof¬ 
fin,”  or  “lose.” 

Grown-ups  are  quick  to 


find  an  ambiguous  phrase 
to  circumvent  an  unlucky 
word  or  deed.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  the  dropping  of  chop¬ 
sticks,  which  is  very  bad 
luck,  especially  for  gam¬ 

blers,  is  immediately  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  utterance 
fai  lok,  which  can  mean 

both  “chopsticks  falling” 
or  “happiness.”  Thus,  an 

inauspicious  act  Is  neatly 

transformed  into  one  of 
good  omen. 

Everything  is  done  during 
the  New  Year  with  the  aus¬ 
picious  in  mind  to  insure  a 
good  and  prosperous  year. 
Debts  are  settled  before  the 


first  of  the  New  Year  so 
as  not  to  have  indebted¬ 
ness  pursue  one  through 
the  coming  year. 

Homes  are  decorated 
with  flowers  as  “flowers 
blossoming  bring  riches  and 
honors.” 

A  tangerine  and  a  stalk 
of  leek  are  placed  on  every 
desk  and  table  and  over 
the  threshold  for  luck  and 
“attainment  of  wishes.” 

Phrases  for  good  luck, 
longevity,  riches,  happi¬ 
ness,  etc.,  are  written  on 
red  paper  and  pasted 
throughout  the  house. 

The  preoccupation  with 


auspicious  symbolism  is  a- 
gain  evident  in  the  foods  for 
New  Year. 

A  dish  of  whole  salted 
fish  stands  for  longevity.  A 
bowl  of  turnips  cooked  in 
vinegar  will  insure  “smooth 
going  in  the  coming  year.” 
Lettuce  produces  wealth, 
oysters,  luxury. 

However,  whether  the 
year  augurs  well  or  not  de¬ 
pends,  also,  on  what  ani¬ 

mal  reigns  over  the  year. 

This  will  be  the  year 

4673,  the  year  of  the 

Hare.  It  is  expected  to  be 
a  year  of  increased  ’  har¬ 

mony  and  goodwill. 


Porcelain ,  tea ,  paper  printing ...  gifts  of  China

With  the  Year  of  the  Rabbit 
as  well  as  the  golden  anniversary 
of  the  founding  of  Boston’s 
Chinatown  swiftly  approaching, 
it  seems  appropriate  to  review 
and  rejuvenate  a  few  historical 
facts  regarding  China’s 
contributions--  silk,  tea, 
porcelain,  paper,  and  printing. 

With  the  quick  passage  of 
time,  it  is  all  too  easy  to 
overlook  or  forget  those  things 
that  do  indeed  possess  a  more 
penetrating  history  which  far 
exceeds  the  scope  of  our  meager 
and  private  lives. 

The  story  of  China’s  gifts  to 
the  West  goes  back  hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  years  when  the 
Chinese  succeeded  in  breaking 
through  geographic  barriers  by 
opening  trade  routes  to  the 
outside  world.  Hence,  materials, 
inventions,  and  ideas  travelled 
between  China  and  the  major 
civilizations  of  India,  Persia, 
Egypt,  Greece,  and  Rome. 

One  caravan  route  led 
overland  from  northwest  China 
across  the  deserts  ofCentral  Asia 
(Turkestan)  to  Persia,  and  on  to 


the  shores  of  the  western 
Mediterranean,  and  acted  as, 
until  five  hundred  years  ago,  the 
most  important  route. 

Another  trade  route  was  the 
southern  sea  passage  which 
originated  at  Canton,  swept  past 
the  coast  of  Indo-China, 
Sinapore,  Sri  Lampur,  India,  and 
terminated  in  the  Red  Sea  or  the 
Persian  Gulf.  From  the  sixteenth 
century  on  this  route  became 
the  most  significant  one,  due  to 
the  influx  of  Portuguese,  Dutch, 
and  English  into  China.  A  third 
exchange  route  led  from  the 
ocean  side  of  China  and 
proceeded  across  the  Pacific 
Ocean  to  North  and  South 
America.  It  attained  significance 
in  the  nineteenth  century  when 
the  New  England  clipper  ship 
trade  developed  more  fully. 

SILK 

Silk  is  probably  one  of  the 
oldest  contributions  of  China  to 
the  world.  It  can  definitely  be 
traced  back  to  the  earliest 
Chinese  dynasty  about  the 
thirteenth  century  B.C.  Because 
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of  its  high  value  and  light 
weight,  silk  was  ideal  freight  for 
the  caravans  of  the  long  route 
which  understandably  came  to 
be  known  as  the  great  Silk  Road. 

'  Woven  into  a 
semi-transparent  gauze  by  the 
Chinese  who  jealously  guarded 
the  methods  of  its  production, 
silk  became  the  exotic  fashion  in 
the  empires  of  Rome  and 
Byzantium. 

Then,  between  the  years  A.D. 
552  and  554  Byzantine  monks 
returned  to  Constantinople, 
smuggling  with  them  a  few 
precious  silk  worm  eggs  inside  a 
bamboo  cane,  from  which  are 
descended  the  millions  of 
silkworms  that  have  since  been 
grown  in  Europe. 

TEA 

China  was  probably  the  first 
country  in  which  the  habit  of 
drinking  tea  developed.  The 
earliest  authentic  reference  in 
Chinese  literature  is  one  that 


occurs  in  the  biography  of  a 
well-known  Chinese  historian, 
dated  between  264  and  273  B.C. 
It  describes  how  the  historian 
was  compelled  to  attend  one  of 
the  emporer’s  drunken  parties 
and  secretly  drank  tea  in  the 
place  of  wine. 

A  few  centuries  after  this 
incident,  tea  spread  to  such 
neighboring  countries  as  Tibet, 
Mongolia,  Korea,  and  Japan  and 
soon  gained  in  popularity  all 
over  Europe,  especially  England 
and  Russia.  From  England  tea 
was  brought  to  this  country,  as 
during  the  Boston  Tea  Party. 

PORCELAIN 

Porcelain  is  often  times 
known  by  its  popular  name, 
‘china’  and  is  distinguished  from 
ordinary  pottery  or  earthenware 
by  its  hardness,  whiteness, 
smoothness,  and  bell-like  sound 
when  tapped. 

It  is  a  combination  of  two

ingredients-kaolin  (from  the 
Chinese  term  kao-ling)  and 
Petuntse  (from  the  Chinese 
pai-tun-tzu)--and  is  first 
mentioned  in  relation  to  the 
famous  Arabic  traveler, 
Suleyman,  in  his  account  of 
travels  in  India  and  China  dated 
A.D.  851. 

In  the  centuries  following 
Suleyman’s  journey,  porcelain 
became  the  major  export 
shipped  all  over  the  world.  Then, 
in  1709  a  German  artist  named 
Bottger  accidentally  produced 
the  material  where  he  worked  in 
Meissen  near  Dresden. 

PAPER 

Before  the  invention  of 
paper,  the  Chinese  used  to  tie 
together  narrow  verticle  strips  of 
bamboo  or  silk,  but  this  became 
too  inconvenient  and  too 
exhorbitant,  respectively.  In 
A.D.  105  Ts’ai  Lun,  surely  one 
of  the  greatest  inventors  the 
world  has  known,  thought  of 
using  tree  bark,  hemp,  rags,  and 
fish  nets  instead  of  the  earlier 
materials. 

Following  Ts’ai  Lun’s 
invention  paper  spread  with 
amazing  speed  to  the  domains 
under  Chinese  control,  then  to 
the  Arabic  empire,  and 
eventually  to  Spain  where  its 
manufacture  is  first  recorded  in 
A.D. 1150. 

PRINTING 

Printing,  both  block  and 
movable  type,  was  developed 
and  perfected  over  a  number  of 
years  after  the  use  of  paper,  ink, 
rubbings,  and  stamp  seals.  The 
world’s  oldest  existing  printed 
book  is  a  Buddhist  sacred  text, 
dated  in  the  yearA.D.  868  and 
discovered  in  a  cave  in  northwest 
China. 

The  first  large-scale  block 
printing  occurred  between  the 
years  A.D.  932  and  953  when 
one  hundred  and  thirty  volumes 
of  major  Chinese  classics  were 
produced  under  the  famous 
official  Feng  Tao.  Since  then  the 
flood  of  printing  became  even 
greater  in  Turkestan,  Persia, 
Egypt,  and  in  Germany  around 
1423. 

Movable  type  printing  was 
the  work  of  a  simple  artisan 
named  Pi  Sheng  who  made  a 
font  of  baked  clay  sometime 
between  the  years  1041  and 
1049.  Later  Chinese,  Korean, 
and  Japanese  printers  used  wood 
and  metal.  Then  in  1456, 
Gutenberg’s  Bible  was 
completed.  And  since  then  the 
world  has  never  quite  been  the 
same.

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Chinatown  Center  for  Arts  opens  doors  to  community

The  Chinatown  Center  for 
the  Arts,  an  organization  dedica¬ 
ted  to  the  support  and  promotion 
of  Chinese  performing  artists,  is 
currently  finalizing  plans  for  in¬ 
corporation. 

Final  opening  of  the  Center, 
at  246  Harrison  Avenue  in  the 
midst  of  Chinatown’s  Tai  Tung 
Village  housing  project,  took 
place  February  11,  coinciding 
with  the  Chinese  New  Year. 

The  impetus  behind  the  for¬ 
mation  of  the  Center  lies  in  the 
recognition  by  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity  of  a  need  for  an  organiza¬ 
tion  through  which  Chinese 
youth  can  channel  their  energy 
into  wholessome  and  creative 
activities. 

The  Chinatown  Center  for 
the  Arts  is  a  training  workshop 
where  instruction  in  classical 
Chinese  dance  and  culture  is  pro¬ 
vided.  The  staff  includes  the  not¬ 
ed  Hong  Kong  choreographer 
Walter  Chan  who  serves  as  the 
Center’s  dance  instructor. 

Chan  currently  teaches 
Chinese  dance  in  the  Boston 
Chinese  system  under  the  OCA 
“In-School  Theater  Program” 
and  works  part-time  at  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music. 
Previously  he  had  been  the 
choreographer  for  Rediffusion 
Television  in  Hong  Kong. 

Through  artistic  involvement 
with  Chinese  youth,  the  Center 
hopes  to  accomplish  two  goals. 
The  first  is  to  provide  youths 
with  “something  worthwhile  to 
do”-a  viable  alternative  to  the 
street  loitering  and  other  forms 
of  juvenile  delinquency  that 
have  plagued  Chinese  communi¬ 
ties  across  the  nation  in  recent 
years. 

The  second  goal  is  to  afford 
Chinese  youths  an  opportunity 
to  gain  greater  awareness  and  a 
better  appreciation  for  Chinese 
culture  and  their  heritage. 

“The  beauty  of  the  set-up  is 
that  the  Center  can  help  Chinese 
kids  stay  out  of  trouble,  while  at 
the  same  time  helping  them 
learn  something  of  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture,  observes  Ron  Yee,  a  long¬ 
time  Chinatown  resident  who 
now  serves  in  a  voluntary  capa¬ 
city  as  the  community’s  liaison 
officer  with  the  Mayor’s  Office 
of  Cultural  Affairs  (OCA). 

The  Center  is  an  outgrowth 
of  the  Chinatown  branch  of  the 
Neighborhood  Support  Commit¬ 
tee  (NSC),  one  of  20  such  units 
created  in  1968  by  the  OCA. 
Each  of  the  20  units-all  compo- 
ed  of  community  peoples  repre¬ 
senting  the  diverse  ethnic  groups 
throughout  the  city,  is  charged 
with  the  responsibility  for  pro¬

viding  input  to  the  OCA. 

Community  input  provides 
the  basis  of  the  OCA’s  Multicul¬ 
tural  Program  which  reinforces 
the  colorful  traditions  of  each  of 
the  various  ethnic  groups 
through  all  their  art  forms.  The 
annual  August  Moon  Festival  is 
an  example  of  OCA’s  interests. 

The  Center  already  has  sev¬ 
eral  noteworthy  accomplish¬ 
ments  to  its  credit.  In  early  1974 
the  fledging  group  produced  a 
program  in  celebration  of 
Chinese  performing  artists  to  in¬ 
itiate  the  OCA  Multicultural  Pro¬ 
gram. 

“We  were  chosen  to  kick  off 
the  whole  affair  because  we  had 
one  of  the  best  NSC’s  in  the  city 
and  we  had  the  talent  and  the 
energy  to  produce  a  very  profes¬ 
sional,  first-class  performance,” 
says  Yee. 

The  Chinese  program  was  the 
first  Multicultural  Program  used 
as  a  “show  case”  of  sorts  to  im¬ 
press  agencies  such  as  the  Na¬ 
tional  Endowment  Fund  and  to 


justify  its  request  for  financial 
support. 

The  OCA  was  not  disappoint¬ 
ed.  The  performance  by  the 
group  at  the  Boston  Center  for 
the  Arts  in  October,  1974,  was  a 
resounding  success  with  a  dazz¬ 
ling  repertoire  of  over  ten  dance 
numbers,  each  concentrating  on 
some  well-known  theme  from 
Chinese  folk  lore  and  tradition. 
A  solo  appearnce  by  pianist  Paul 
Hu  and  violinist  Robin  Yuen, 
playing  both  Western  and  Chi¬ 
nese  music  as  well  as  pieces  of 
their  own  composition,  and  mus¬ 
ic  from  a  Chinese  rock  group  (!) 
added  to  the  night’s  merriment. 

The  gala  performance,  atten¬ 
ded  by  a  standing-room-only 
crowd  of  1700  with  representa¬ 
tives  from  Boston’s  business 
community  as  well  as  officials 
from  City  agencies,  was  the  cul- 
miniation  of  many  months  of 
strenuous  labor  by  many  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Chinese  community. 

An  army  of  volunteers  num¬ 
bering  well  over  100  tackled  the 


immense,  behind-the-scenese  job 
of  preparing  the  sets,  installing 
the  wiring  and  lighting  and  at¬ 
tending  to  the  myriad  of  logis¬ 
tical  details  of  such  a  produc¬ 
tion. 

The  end  result  of  this  out¬ 
pouring  of  effort  manifested  it¬ 
self  in  the  superlative  perfor¬ 
mances  of  the  Chinese  artists. 

The  Chinatown  Center  for 
the  Arts  plans  another  spectacu¬ 
lar  in  collaboration  with  the 
City’s  bicentennial  celebration 
efforts  in  1976. 

Yee,  who  was  the  1972 
August  Moon  Fesitval 
coordinator,  would  like  to  see 
the  Center  expand  to  include 
instruction  in  other  areas,  such  . 
as  the  teaching  of  Chinese 
calligraphy,  the  use  of  the 
Chinese  guitar  (pi-pa),  Chinese 
flute  and  expansion  of  the 
dancing  classes  to  include  more 
students. 

Currently  the  Center  derives 
modest  financial  support  from 
the  City.  Ron  Yee,  in  his  capa-

for  the  Center,  envisions  the 
Center  developing  in  the  style  of 
the  Black  community’s  Elma 
Lewis  Center  for  Afro-American 
artists.  Contributions  solicited 
from  private  individuals  as  well 
as  from  the  business  community, 
both  within  and  without  China¬ 
town,  would  go  toward  an  en¬ 
dowment  fund.  Such  a  fund 
would  enable  the  Center  to  be 
financially  independent  and  self- 
sustaining. 

In  support  of  the  Chinatown 
Center  for  the  Arts,  the  Chinese 
Merchants  Association  recently 
presented  the  Center  with  a 
check  for  $1,000. 

The  contribution,  says  Yee, 
will  go  toward  payment  of  much 
needed  renovation  of  the  office 
space  donated  by  Tai  Tung 
Village  management.  Building 
partitions,  paneling,  electrical 
work  and  installation  of  a  dance 
floor,  and  purchase  of  office 
furnishings  will  be  paid  for 
thanks  to  the  Merchant’s 
contribution. 

Other  limited  financial 
support  of  a  community  grant 
and  monies  under  a 
Multi -cultural  Grant  program 
which  paid  for  costumes  for  the 
dancers. 

The  Chinatown  Center  for 
the  Arts  is  also  seeking 
affiliation  with  the  Metropolitan 
Cultural  Alliance,  an  association 
which  would  substantially  help 
the  Center  strengthen  its  ties  to 
funding  agencies.  The  Metropoli¬ 
tan  Cultural  Alliance  (MCA) 
“develops  services  and  a 
communication  among  its  95 
member  organizations  to 
maximize  use  of  resources  for 
problem-solving  and 
collaboration,  to  develop 
financial  resources  and  to 
broaden  audiences  of  all 
cultures.” 

The  Chinatown  Center  for 
the  Arts  is  striving  to  fulfill 
many  needs,  said  Yee.  In  a 
recent  proposal,  he  listed  some 
of  these  objectives  of  the 
Center:

Chinatown  slated  for  more  lights,  BRA  completion 


Mayor  Kevin  White’s  1975 
Neighborhood  Improvement 
Program  for  the  City  of  Boston 
includes  a  budgetary  allocation 
of  nearly  $17.4  million  for 
Chinatown-  South  Cove. 

Of  that  amount,  $387,355 
will  come  from  monies  allocated 
through  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development 
Revenue  Sharing  Act  of  1974. 

In  explaining  the  allocation 
funds,  the  Mayor  said  that  the 
key  to  the  program  is 
“ neighborhood  preseivation  and 
improvement." 

In  determining  priority  needs, 
Mayor  White  had  earlier  request¬ 


ed  that  public  meetings  be  held 
in  each  of  the  city’s  18  neigh¬ 
borhoods,  so  as  to  have  some 
community  input  in  the  City’s 
decision-making  process. 

Of  the  $387,355  slated  to 
come  from  Community 
Development  Revenue  Sharing 
for  Chinatown:  $75,000  will  be 
used  in  a  program  to  rehabilitate 
at  least  50  residential  structures; 
$50,000  for  acquisition  of  the 
Old  Quincy  School,  and  $36,000 
for  residential  street  lighting. 
The  remaining  $226,355  will  be 
used  as  a  block  grant  for  urban 
renewal  activities.

Taiwan  675  summer  study 
offered  overseas  Chinese 


Chinese  youths  between  the 
ages  of  17  and  23  years  of  age 
are  eligible  to  participate  in  the 
annual  Republic  of  China  sum¬ 
mer  program  of  intensive  lan¬ 
guage  studies  on  Taiwan. 

The  Consulate  General  of  the 
R.O.C.  announced  recently  that 
the  “1975  Summer  Language 
Training  in  the  Republic  of 
China  for  Overseas  Chinese 
Youths  from  the  U.S.A.  and  Ca¬ 
nada”  program  is  now  open  for 
application. 

Enrollment  for  the  program 
will  be  limited  to  250  partici¬ 
pants. 

Priority  will  be  given  to  older 
applicants  within  the  required 
age  bracket  as  well  as  to  geogra¬ 
phical  distribution. 

The  summer  program  will 
last  six  weeks  and  will  include 
four  weeks  of  language  (Manda¬ 
rin)  training,  a  week  of  sight-see¬ 


ing  and  a  week  of  free  time. 

Each  student  accepted  will 
receive  free  room,  board,  books, 
and  local  transportation  during 
the  six  week  period  in  Taiwan. 
A  $100  tuition  fee  is  charged. 
The  R.O.C.  has  arranged  to  have 
China  Airlines  transport  the  stu¬ 
dent  trainees  from  the  West 
Coast  to  Taiwan  (and  back)  at  a 
cost  of  $550. 

Deadline  for  application  is 
March  15,  1975.

improvement  program  for 
Chinatown-South  Cove  is 
directed  toward  continuation  of 
its  urban  renewal  activities  and  a 
streeet  lighting  improvement 
program,  phase  one  of  a 
three-year  effort  to  “improve 
the  residential  environment  in 
and  around  Chinatown.” 

The  bulk  of  the  allocation  is 
already  committed  to  the 
building  of  the  New  Quincy 
Elementary  School  now  under 
construction. 

A  major  committment  in 
public  works,  $100,000  goes 


toward  street  lighting,  which, 
according  to  Little  City  Hall 
Manager  Peter  Chan,  translates 
to  street  lighting  for  Oak  Street 
and  Johnny  Court,  and  towards 
completion  of  the  Oriental-style 
lights  gracing  Chinatown. 

Urban  renewal  activities 
funding  is  directed  under  the 
Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  primarily  for 
relocation  costs  for  four  major 
sites: 

$12,000  toward  complete 
assembly  and  relocation  of 
Parcel  R-l,  where  the  YMCA  is 


now  located: 

$339,000  for  clearance  and 
relocation  of  Parcel  R-3  and 
R-3A,  which  has  been  largely 
cleared  of  all  residential  dwellers 
but  continues  to  house  the 
Golden  Age  Center,  the 
Chinatown  Boys’  Club  and  the 
Pine  Street  Inn. 

$339,000  toward  assembly, 
relocation  and  clearance  of 
Parcel  P-4A  on  the  corner  of 
Washington  and  Oak  Street,  a 
parcel  owned  by  Tufts-New 
England  Medical  Center,  and

The  Massachusetts  Chi¬ 
nese  Education  Commit¬ 
tee  is  concerned  with  ob¬ 
taining  and  maintaining 
the  best  possible  educa¬ 
tional  programs  available 
for  Chinese  -  American 
children  in  the  public 
school  system. 

The  group,  composed 
of  teachers,  social  work¬ 
ers,  and  others  who  live 
and  work  in  the  Chinese 
community,  recently  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following  com¬ 
ments  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  to  Judge  W.  Arthur 
Garrity,  Jr. 


1.  Because  Asian-Americans  make  up  only  2%  of  Boston’s  student 
population  there  is  a  very  high  possibility  that  under  the  12/16  plan, 
many  schools  will  have  only  a  few  chinese-American  students  in 
their  respective  enrollments.  Based  on  our  experience  last  fall  when 
students  and  parents  complained  of  being  such  a  small  minority 
within  a  school  that  they  were  either  caught  in  the  middle  of 
black-white  issues  or  totally  ignored,  we  would  like  to  recommend 
that  schools  with  a  minority  of  Chinese  students  take  extra  steps  to 
provide  supportive  services  to  them  and  their  families  and  to  insure 
that  the  students  will  feel  secure  and  will  benefit  educationally, 
socially,  and  emotionally. 

2.  As  with  the  Hispanic  community,  the  Chinese  community  is  a 
non  or  limited  English-speaking  one  and  is  handicapped  in 
participating  in  school  affairs  or  making  appropriate  educational 
choices  for  their  children.  It  is  imperative  that  a  full-time  Chinese 
(Cantonese)  bilinual/biliterate  person  be  hired  to  coordinate  the 
Chinese-American  component  of  the  desegregation  plan  and  to  act  as 
a  liaison  between  the  community  and  the  School  Department. 
Furthermore,  all  communications  (articles,  forms,  etc.),  whether 
they  relate  to  desegregation  or  not,  should  be  provided  to  students 
and  parents  in  Chinese  as  well  as  in  English. 

3.  Almost  half  of  the  32  Asian-American  teachers  in  the  Boston 
Schools  were  hired  under  the  Department  of  Bilingual  Education 
and  are  thus  limited  in  their  exposure  to  English-speaking  students. 
If  Boston  students  are  to  know,  understand,  and  respect  people  of 
different  racial  backgrounds,  an  affirmative  action  program  should 
be  implemented  in  the  hiring  of  Asian-American  school  staff  at  all 
levels  to  provide  students  with  such  an  opportunity. 

4.  Zone,  I  should  be  redrawn  to  include  that  area  now  bounded  by 
E.  Berkeley  St.,  Tremont  St.,  Lenox  St.,  and  the  expressway,  so  that 
the  South  End  community  remain  a  contiguous  residential 
neighborhood.  Because  of  the  high  number  of  non-English  speaking 
families  in  this  area,  this  would  be  programmatically  beneficial. 

5.  Chinese  history,  culture,  and  language  (Cantonese  and 
Mandarin)  should  be  offered  by  the  Foreign  Language  Departments 
so  that  students  may  study  in  greater  depth  and  appreciate  the 
background  of  Boston’s  Chinese-American  citizens. 


“Their  recommenda¬ 
tions  were  submitted  in 
the  best  interests  of  the 
Chinese  community  and 
the  City  of  Boston”,  notes 
Chairperson  Winnie  Lee 
and  John  Tsang. 


6.  The  multi -lingual,  multi-cultural  program  suggested  in  the 
December  16  plan  should  not  be  confined  to  one  sight  at  each  level. 
It  seems  that  there  is  a  danger  of  such  a  school  becoming  elitist  in 
nature  of  the  student  make-up.  We  do  like,  however,  the  idea  of 
language  and  culture  study  and  we  therefore  recommend  that 
different  schools  be  assigned  to  specialize  in  a  particular  language 
and  its  associated  culture.  Further,  the  Bilingual  Department  and  the 
Chinese  community  should  be  involved  in  the  planning  and 
implementation  of  multi-lingual,  multi-cultural  programs. 


the  Chinese  bilingual  program  by  providing  a  number  of  levels  of 
learning  possibilities,  and  the  ranges  and  flexibility  for  individual 
student  progress. 

7.  We  support  and  reiterate  the  rationale  submitted  by  the 
Hispanic  Office  of  Planning  and  Evaluation  (HOPE)  for  modification 
of  the  bilingual  component  of  the  desegregation  plan.  The  cluster 
class  concept  will  improve  the  educational  continuity  and  quality  of 

8.  Finally,  during  the  desegregation  process  itself,  the  Chinese 
community  should  be  involved  in  planning,  decision-making,  and 
implementation.  Persons  hired  specifically  to  implement 
desegregation  should  include  Chinese-speaking  persons  to  facilitate 
informational  and  other  requests  from  the  Chinese  community.  We 
would  also  recommend  that  in  the  formation  of  biracial  councils, 
should  every  effort  made  to  include  Chinese  parents  prove  fruitless, 
that  a  community  person  acceptable  to  parents,  be  accepted  as  a 
member  of  the  biracial  councils.  We  make  this  request  because  past 
experience  has  shown  that  the  language/cultural  barrier,  unique 
work  schedules,  and  family  obligations  inhibit  and  prohibit  active 
parental  participation. 

High  School  Reccom  endations 

The  Chinese  Bilingual  Program  should  be  clustered  at  Brighton  High 
School  to  accommodate  Chinese-speaking  students  from  the 
Brighton-Allston  district  as  well  as  South  End-Chinatown  students 
who  in  the  past  two  years  have  become  accustomed  to  travelling  to 
this  school. 

Elementary  School  Reccomendations 

The  Chinese  Bilingual  Program  should  be  clustered  at  the 
Michaelangelo  School,  where  it  is  presently  based  and  has  proven 
successful. 

Middle  School  Reccomendations 

1.  Advanced  classes  should  be  established  to  accomodate  talented 
and  gifted  Chinese-speaking  students. 

2.  The  New  Quincy  School,  a  multi-lingual,  multi-ethnic  school, 
with  four  sub-schools,  should  not  be  limited  to  one  programmatic 
type,  but  rather  offer  a  variety  of  programs  and  learning  styles,  e.g. 
bilingual-bicultural,  traditional,  ungraded,  open  space. 

Clarifications  needed 

Clarification  is  needed  in  the  area  of  specific  student  assignments  to 
the  different  programs.  For  example,  should  a  science-oriented 
school  be  especially  appealing  to  Chinese  parents,  how  will  students 
be  chosen  for  the  limited  number  of  seats  available  under  the 
“Other”  Racial  Quota  for  that  particular  school?

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Vocational-English  education  class  graduates 


The  fourth  class  of  the 
Vocational  English  Education 
Program  (VEEP)  held  graduation 
ceremonies  Sunday,  February  9, 
at  the  Merchants  Association 
building. 

Some  36  “students”  were 
graduated  from  the  VEEP 
English  as  a  Second  Language 
program. 

Most  of  the  graduating 
students  through  the  program 
have  been  able  to  find  jobs  or 
have  been  placed  in  skill  or 


vocational  centers  for  additional 
training. 

“The  program  has  developed 
into  one  which  is  particularly 
useful  in  serving  the  needs  of  the 
community,”  said  Robert 
Bonds,  one  of  the  VEEP 
teachers.

Action  from  Chinese  Teens 
(A.C.T.)  is  a  voluntary  organiza¬ 
tion  of  Boston’s  Chinese-Ameri- 
can  teens  —  dedicated  to  action 
on  behalf  of  the  Chinatown 
community  as  well  as  action  in 
the  area  of  individual  self- 
improvement  and  recreation. 

The  formation  of  A.C.T.  was 
a  combined  outreach  effort 
which  began  in  October,  1974, 
by  three  members  of  the  Chinese 
community:  Paul  L.  Chin,  out¬ 
reach  youth  coordinator,  Boys’ 
Club  of  Boston;  Fannie  Kwan, 
office  manager  of  the  Chinese- 
American  Civic  Association 
Mulit-Service  Center  (CACA- 
MSC);  and  Wendy  Chou,  former 
English  Associate  Editor  of  the 
SAMPAN  and  a  youth  counselor 
with  Action  for  Boston  Com¬ 
munity  Development  (ABCD). 

Initially  two  groups  of  teens

been  for  some  time.  The  three 
community  members  with  their 
respective  agencies  decided  to 
foster  the  social  development 
of  these  teens  with  co-ed  pro¬ 
grams  and  activities.  In  addition, 
with  the  realization  of  the 
potential  growth  of  these  teens 
in  other  areas  (academic,  educa¬ 
tional  and  vocational  counseling, 
community  awareness,  etc.).

The  club’s  first  major  activity 
was  a  co-ed  bowling  league, 
which  enabled  the  club  to  ex¬ 
pand  and  reach  out  to  more 
teens.  The  members  have  taken 
strong  interest  in  various 
directions  and  their  activities 
exemplify  this  interest.  With  a 
central  focus  on  the  Chinese 
community,  A.C.T.  members 
prepared  Thanksgiving  baskets 
for  the  elderly  at  the  South  Cove 
Golden  Age  Center  (including 
collecting  the  canned  goods  and 
turkeys  for  the  project);  held  a 
clean-up  day  at  the  CACA 
headquarters;  participated  in  the 
Golden  Age  Center’s  Christmas 
program  for  the  elderly;  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  CACA  Christmas 
party  for  children;  sponsored  a 
college  conference  which  in¬ 
cluded  panelists  from  about  20 


schools;  and  sponsored  a  field 
trip  to  New  York  City.

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T-NEMC  holds  public 

hearing  on  expansion 


t  - 

Tufts-New  England  Medical 
Center  held  a  public  meeting  on 
February  13  to  discuss 
environmental  issues  associated 
with  a  proposed  Facilities 
Development  Program  of  New 
England  Medical  Center 
Hospital.  This  program  includes 
the  construction  of  a  new 
hospital  building  on  Washington 
Street  and  modernization  of 
certain  obsolete  facilities. 

Interested  individuals  and 
particularly  representatives  of 
the  community  were  invited  to 
attend  the  meeting  and  to 
express  their  thoughts  on  all 
environmental  aspects  of  the 
planned  hospital  construction. 

Cohsultants  engaged  by  New 
England  Medical  Center  Hospital 
(NEMCH)  has  prepared  an 
environmental  impact  statement 
pertaining  to  the  proposed  new 
facility. 

The  meeting  featured  a  brief 


presentation  on  the  development 
program  by  NEMCH  Executive 
Director  David  L.  Everhart.  The 
NEMCH  program  calls  for  the 
replacement  of  the  Boston 
Floating  Hospital’s  obsolete 
facilities  and  the  expansion  of 
ambulatory  services  and  certain 
basic  supporting  clinical  services. 
Site  for  the  proposed 
construction  is  on  vacant 
Medical  Center  land  on 
Washington  Street,  with  air 
rights  construction  planned  over 
Washington  Street  to  connect 
the  new  building  with  existing 
facilities. 

State  agencies  now  are 
reviewing  the  NEMCH 
development  proposal  and  have 
determined  that  the  hospital 
must  prepare  a  comprehensive 
environmental  impact  statement 
for  the  facility. 

The  purpose  of  the  study  is 
to  assess  the  effects  of  the 


proposed  new  hospital  facility 
on  the  physical,  social  and 
economic  environment. 
Consultants  were  retained  by 
NEMCH  to  prepare  the  impact 
statement  and  to  consider 
impacts  associated  with  the 
construction  phase  and  with  the 
period  of  full  operation. 

They  will  evaluate  the 
facility’s  effects  on  land  use,  air 
quality,  transportation,  parking, 
water  quality,  noise  level,  soils, 
solid  waste,  retail  and  other 
consumer  services,  urban  design, 
shade  and  shadow,  historic  sites, 
pedestrians,  employment, 
municipal  service  and  finance. 
The  consulting  firm  also  will 
make  recommendations  to 
minimize  the  negative  impacts 
and  will  evaluate  various 
alternatives  to  situating  the 
building  on  its  proposed  site.

Chinatown’s  bicentennial  contribution 


i Reflections  &  Impact’ exhibit  in  readiness 


The  Chinatown  Bicentennial 
community  exhibit,  entitled, 
“Reflections  and  Impact,”  has 
been  comp!eted~it  is  the  first  of 
the  Boston  neighborhoods  to 
submit  its  project  to  the  Bos¬ 
ton  200  Commission,  the  City’s 
official  bicentennial  agency. 

The  Chinatown  exhibit  will 
go  on  display  April  15  at  the 
Chinese  Merchants  Bank  on 
Hudson  Street.  It  will  be  on 
exhibit  for  18  months. 

The  opening  of  the  exhibit 
coincides  with  the  official  start¬ 
ing  date  of  the  Boston  Bicenten¬ 
nial  celebrations. 

The  theme,  chosen  for  its  all 
encompassing  meaning:  a  look  at 
Chinatown  and  its  people,  then 
and  now,  will  be  carried  out 
through  the  display  of  various 
historical  items  and  photo¬ 
graphs. 

Most  of  the  photographs 
on  the  18  panels  in  the  exhibit 
date  back  30-40  years. 

Additionally,  several  go  back 
to  the  turn  of  the  century,  such 
as  one  of  the  Chinese  funeral 
procession  on  Tyler  Street  taken 
in  1898,  and  another  of  the  Yee 
family  alter  of  1900  vintage. 


Another  photograph  shows 
three  young  Chinese  children,  in 
1918,  aiding  in  the  fund-raising 
drive  during  World  War  I,  and  a- 
nother  of  the  newly-erected 
overhead  subway  tracks  on 
Beach  Street. 

Another  interesting  item  is  an 
antique  mortar  and  pestle  used 
for  grinding  Chinese  medicinal 
herbs,  and  another  of  interest  is 
a  simple  iron  used  by  first  gene¬ 
ration  immigrants  in  their  laun¬ 
dry  business.  There  is  also  an 
old  menu  featuring  a  49  cents 
lunch. 

The  exhibit  will  be  on  dis¬ 
play  for  18  months  but  the 
Chinatown  Bicentennial  com¬ 
munity  exhibit  committee 
hopes  to  keep  adding  new  arti¬ 
cles  to  it. 

The  committee  hopes  that 
the  community  will  continue 
to  contribute  various  items  of 
interest. 

“Chinatown  is  a  passive  com¬ 
munity.  You  really  have  to  talk 
to  people  and  keep  asking 
them,”  noted  Peter  Chan,  a 
member  of  the  committee  and 
manager  of  Little  City  Hall. 

“Many  people  may  feel  that 


what  they  have  to  contribute  is 
not  interesting  enough  or  old 
e-nough,  but  bring  it  in  and  let 
the  committee  judge,”  said  Chan. 

Chan  said  that  all  photo¬ 
graphs  are  returned  within  a 
week,  after  a  2’  x  3’  reproduc¬ 
tion  of  the  photo  is  made  for 
display  in  the  exhibit. 

The  “impact”  part  of  the 
exhibit’s  theme  is  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  display,  noted  Chan, 
as  the  community’s  “impact” 
is  often  intangible. 

Frank  Chin,  another  com¬ 
mittee  member,  has  other  as¬ 
pirations  for  the  Bicentennial 
program.  He  voiced  an  interest 
in  having  a  demonstration  kit¬ 
chen,  “where  chefs  from  China¬ 
town  restaurants  can  cook  their 
specialties,”  said  Chin. 

He  would  also  like  to  have 
folk  dance  exhibitions,  a  per¬ 
formance  by  the  Chinese  Youth 
Symphonic  Orchestra  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Chinese  Cul¬ 
tural  Association,  and  a  calli¬ 
graphy  exhibit. 

The  Boston  200  Commission 
has  earmarked  $10,000  toward 
the  realization  of  some  of  these 
plans  for  Chinatown. 


The  funding,  said  Chin,  will 
be  used  •  for  general  improve¬ 
ments,  such  as  street  lighting, 
new  sidewalks,  and  other  public 
works.  This  funding  will  also  in¬ 
clude  projects  such  as  decora¬ 
ting  Chinatown,  and  for  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  a  bi-lingual  pamphlet 
outling  oral  histories  taken  by 
three  community  members: 
Richard  Chin,  Paul  Chin  and 
May  Ling  Tong. 

Other  members  of  the  China¬ 
town  Bicentennial  Exhibit  Com¬ 
mittee  include:  Paul  Chan,  Jerry 
Chu,  Henry  Chin,  Yok  Eng,  and 
Arthur  Wong. 

Both  Frank  Chin  and  Peter 
Chan  emphasized  that  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  community’s  Bi¬ 
centennial  efforts  depend  on  the 
participation  of  community  in¬ 
dividuals.  Anyone  with  possible 
exhibit  items  should  contact 
members  of  the  Chinatown  Bi¬ 
centennial  Committee.
